THE HUNTER 


N STATES throughout the Middle 
West each year’s hunting season 

Presents the bugaboo, of the hunter- 
farmer relationship. “No place te 
hunt!” complain. the weapon carriers 
from town, “Too many hunters!” be- 
wail the landowners, who claim “they’re 
killing our livestock and endangering 
our lives.” : ‘ 

But Michigan stands as one. state 
that has taken steps, not only to pring 
the farmer and hunter under one lovely 
cloak of understanding brotherhood, 
but also to allow more hunting over a 
greater area and still conserve game. 

This Utopian plan for farmers and 
sportsmen originated in Williamston 
Township, Ingham _County, Michigan, 


in 1929 when a group of neighboring __ 


farmers organized to cope with. trespass 
troubles and to encqyrage natural pro- 
duction of wildlife. ~* oa 
Up to the time of the “Williamston 
Plan” farmers had suffered consider- 
able loss and inconvenience from trig- 
ger-happy vandals. As a result, far too 
many areas were posted off limits and 
expert, law-abiding hunters-.took the 
consequences. The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Conservation, with full under- 
standing of the situation, encouraged 
the formation of farmer groups whose 
sole purpose was to work out mytually 
satisfactory methods by which farm- 
land game could be increased and made 
available to sportsmen without unfair 
discrimination or without trespass. 


HE DEPARTMENT of Conservation 
first sponsored the Williamston 
Pian in the middle 1930's and member- 
ship reached a peak in 1939 when 110 
clubs, controlling approximately one 
half million acres of hunting land, were 
organized. During the war years a 
shortage .of administrative personnel 
and a concurrent shortage of paper 


stock for printing signs slowed down’ 


the plan. Then, too, there was but 
little game ammunition and a great 
many sportsmen were out of the state 
shooting at other targets. 

Today renewed emphasis being 
placed on Williamston Plan hunting 
clubs. The state’ expects better re- 
sponse during the 1948-49 season than 
in 1947, when 31 clubs contrdtling 120,- 
000 acres were organized. 

Although various minor modifications 
have developed among the plan clubs, 
the fundamentals ‘remain the same 
throughout — co-operative posting of 
farm lands and admittance of hunters 
by written permit only.

In the bathroom you'll 
want a ready supply of - . 
wash cloths and towels, 
soap, Cleanser and other 
necessities, Usually the 
cabinet above the Java~ 
tory will hold smal 
toilet articles such as 
.tooth powder, ‘combs, 
soap, cosmetics, razors 
and other items that 
are used every day. 
For medicines and 
poisons, we have 
planned ‘a, closed shelf 
high up in the bath- 
room cleset so that 
smali children will not 
be tempted. Also there 
is adequate space for : 
towel, bath mae clean. clothes, household supplies and cleaning equipment. The. - 
lower part has a hinged pull-down drawer which serves as a clothes hamper. Waste 
space between tub and wail is a practical place for a built-in bathroom closet 
such as the storage unit which we have shown in the detailed sketch above. 


nm your present home. 
Consider your kitchen for example. 
Near the refrigerator there. may be 
from 11% to 4 feet of waste space which 
would house a built-in closet for home 
cleaning equipment. 
garage, if it is built on to the house, 
might provide space for an additional 
closet. For clothing or household linens, 
closely examine each bedroom and hall- 
way. Possibly in the bathroom there 
are a few waste feet at the end of the 
tub where a handy built-in unit could 
be ‘constructed for linens and supplies. 
In the bedroom, you might turn an en- 
tire wall into storage, with a mirror and 
dressing -table unit in the cénter and 
wardrobe closets on each side. ‘ 

Remember that your closets should be 
tailor-made with ‘your own storage 
problems in mind. Use the ideas shown 
in the drawings here as a guide to bet- 
ter-planned storage, spaces that will

old saying that sounds like grandmoth- 
er’'s dream for easier housekeeping. 
Homemakers today want more than 
that. Storage space is best planned so 
that everything is near the point of use. 
Imagine not having to run down to the 
basement when you want the scrub pail 
for the kitchen floor, or not having to 
go out to the garage each time there’s 
a picnic in the planning and th 
mos jug is in demand. 

The «answer to these common di- 
lemmas js well-planned storage space 
for every housekeeping item. In the 
kitchen, isn't it only logical to store the 
flour sifter near the flour bin? 
flour supply should, in turn, be stored 
near your mixing counter. 

You needn't build a new home in 
order to find a place for svete. Tf 
you need more storage space, there 
probably are several possibilitiés for——save-time-and-energy for you.

A lot of muss and fuss in the bedroom can be saved if the clothes closets are care- 
fully planned. If there’s sufficient hanger space the members of the family won't 
be so tempted to drape clothes on door knobs and chairs, or throw them on the hed. 
A minimum of two feet of rod space should be provided for each member of the 
family, even if two persons share a closet. : 

A shallow closet is economical of space 


“dhd also is most convenient for remov- 
ing articles. Shallow, see-in drawers are provided in this closet for those many~ 
small articles such as handkerchiefs, ties, gloves, belts, toilet articles and folded 
garments such as shirts, sweaters and lingerie. In the degper bottom drawer you 
might even keep an, extra heavy blanket or quilt for a chilly night. 

A double or single rack for shoes keeps them off the floor, away from the 
dust. The two handy shelves at the top can be used for hat boxes and racks, and 
extra linens. One of the best places for the full-length mirror is the back of a 
closet door. This will depend of course on the light sources in the bedroom. On
